Minncsofa river, and tw o years later be was 
em plo/ed in the sutler’s departm en t at Fort 
fiiieflftsg*

when he retu rn ed to Canada for a brief 
period, returning to establish a fur business 
of his o» n at a point not tar above Fort 
Hmlling. 
In 1843 he entered the American 
F ur com pany as a special partner, and his 
headquarters were a t Pem bina, where he 
collected furs and shipped them in R ed river 
carts to Mendota.

tha t he purchased the tract of laud now 
know n as ‘‘Kittsou’s addition” on the mnp of 
S t P an l—a tract that i« now am ong the 
most vaiaabie business property in the city.

They Celebrate. 
Yesterday was the national holiday 
of the Nerwagians which corresponds 
to the Fourth of J uly in the United 
States. 
Seventy-four years ago the 
people of Norway rebelled against the 
absolute power of their king and 
promulgated the organic law* for the 
government of their country'. 
Ever 
since that time the custom of celebrat­ 
ing the day wherever Norwegians are 
found has been continued. 
The Nor- 
wegian-Ainericans have been especial­ 
ly enthusiastic in remembering the 
day, l>ecaase having tasted liberty 
their sympathies were all with their 
countrymen who dwelt in the midst 
of a constitutional struggle from the 
time of the enactment of the organic 
law in 1814 until in 1884, when the 
king surrendiM'ed all attempts to rob 
the people of their constitutional 
rights. 
Since the triumph of the 
people the interest in the day has 
abated somewhat; but there will never 
will come a time in Norwegian his­ 
tory when it is forgotten. 
Peace has 
prevailed in the country since that 
memorable day, so long ago. and the 
people have made rapid progress 
intellectually and materially. 
The Norwegians of this city cele­ 
brated the day in accordance with the 
custom. 
The city was bedecked with 
flags of that country and in the even­ 
ing a grand ball took place at the 
Northern Pacific Hotel in East Brain­ 
erd. Speeches were made by promi­ 
nent Scandinavians and a very enjoy­ 
able occasion was the result. 


Work of the Flames. 
On Wednesday evening 
at ten 
o’clock the

whistles notified the people that a 
alaze had started. 
The flames were 
ocated in the bakerv of H. Stone, 
lear the roller rink, and had not 
yet gained enough headway to appear 
on the outside of the building.

they always do on such occasions, but 
were unable to render effective work 
on account of a lack of pressure at 
the pump house and by tho time the 
water came in sufficient quantity to 
do any good the interior of the build­ 
ing and the contents were wrecked. 
When the hydrants were opened the 
water would just run through the 
hose and fall over the end of the 
nozzel. 
The blame is laid to the 
telephone which, was not in working 
order, but it sterns to be the general 
opinion that there should at all times 
be sufficient force on to throw’ a 
stream of water, telephone or no 
telephone. True it is that the loss 
of the building and very little of the 
stock would have occurred had the 
fire ladies had water to work w’ith and 
they are so disgusted that it is a 
wonder the respond to the fire alarm 
at all. 
Mr. Stone’s loss is something like 
$600, with an insurance of $300 on 
stock and $100 on furniture and fix ­ 
tures. 
Mr. Farrar's loss on the build­ 
ing is probably $600 with no insur­ 
ance. 
Mr. Stone will probably resume 
business in the building just vacated 
by O. H. Havill on Six th street. 
A second alarm was given at 1 
o’clock from the planing mill and the 
department responded but before they 
got there the blaze was under control. 
It was caused by the burning out of 
the smoke stack.

A Four Million Hollar Ship. 
A great sensation was recently made 
at Newcastle-on-Tyne, when the new 
war ship Victoria was slowly towed 
from Elswick, down the river and out 
to sea, by seven steam tugs. The 
river banks were lined with people on 
both sides at all the more important 
centers of population. 
The voyage 
was accomplished without any hitch. 
At the Swing Bridge there were very 
few inches to spare in the width of 
the opening, and at one time fenders 
had to be used to soften down a 
slight collision. 
In crossing the bar, 
thanks to the work of the Tyne com­ 
missioners, there was plenty of depth 
of water, notwithstanding the heavy 
draught of the enormous vessel. On 
reaching the open sea several hours 
elapsed while the eompases were be­ 
ing adjusted, and then the vessel, 
propelled by her own engines, was 
quickly out of sight. On arriving at 
Sheerness, she was taken in charge 
by the Medway Steam Reserve au­ 
thorities. 
Some time will elapse be­ 
fore she is fit for active service, but 
no efforts will be spared to finish her 
as soon as possible. 
Her cost to the 
country will be over $4,OOO,(XX).— 
Scientific American. 


Fifth District Convention. 
Tho Brainerd delegation to the 
Crookston convention went to that 
city on Monday morning’s train in 
order to be present at the mysterious 
work whicn is always in operation 
previous to the action of political 
bodies. 
The Aitkin, St. Cloud, Little 
Falls, Veradale and part of the Du­ 
luth delegation were on board the 
same train and the wires were already 
in motion as the delegates neared the 
city. The plan was to elect M D. 
Taylor, of S t Cloud, and Halvor 
Steenerson, of Crookston, as delegates 
to Chicago, and a combination be 
tween Polk, S t Louis, Morrison and 
Stearns counties seemed to carry the 
idea that the slate would win. 
Tho convention was called to order 
by Chairman Corlias, and Senator 
Steenerson was elected temporary 
chairman, with Mr. Allen, of Carlton, 
as secretary. The temporary organi­ 
zation was afterwards made perm an 
en t 
The committee on credentials 
which was made up with a view to ad 
mit the Veradale delegation, and was 
a part of the slabs was headed by J. 
A. Boggs, of Duluth. 
The committee 
on resolution, in order to quiet the 
Otter Tail delegation, was headed by 
C. L. Lewis, who was a rampant 
Gresham man. 
This committee re­ 
ported the resolutions, being in sub­ 
stance the platform of the county 
from which the chairman hailed, anc. 
they were unanimously adopted. Nel­ 
son’s tariff views were also endorsed 
When the resolution, endorsing the* 
candidacy of W. L. Gresham for the 
presidency was presented, it raised a 
hubbub immediately. Goo. N. Lamp- 
here, of Moorhead, made a vigorous 
attack upon it, and was followed by 
Lawyer Houp, of Fergus Falls, who 
stood by Gresham with considerable 
vigor. 
This was followed by speeches 
against the adoption by Hayes, of Du 
luth, Smith, of Brainerd, and Harts 
horn, of Veradale. 
These gentlemen 
were in favor of sending an unin 
structed delegation to Chicago. After 
some debate W. A. Fleming, of Brain­ 
erd, moved to table and a call of the 
counties was ordered, the result boing 
59 for and 33 against. 
Then came 
the nomination of delegates. 
M. D. 
Taylor, of St. Cloud, Justin Smith, of 
Brainerd, C. L. Lewis, of Fergus 
Falls, G. N. Lamphere, of Moorhead, 
and H. Steenerson, of Crookston, 
were nominated. 
Ballots were dis­ 
tributed with Steenerson and Taylor 
on one ticket, and as it was conceeded 
that Steenerson should go without 
opposition, the scheme to carry the 
man from St. Cloud with him was 
patent. 
This scheme was headed off 
by a motion to elect Steenerson by 
acclamation which carried. 
This left 
Taylor against the field and an in­ 
formal ballot showed the following 
result: 
Total vote cast. ............................94 
Necessary to a choice........................48 
M. D. Taylor......................................47 
C. L. Lewis..........................................30 
Geo. N. Lam phere.............................. 7 
Justin Sm ith......................................6 
H aw ley................................................ 4 
An effort to elect Taylor by acclama­ 
tion, as he only needed one vote, failed 
to carry, and the formal ballot was 
taken, which resulted in giving Lewis 
49 votes and Taylor 47.

cent decision of the supreme court 
affirming the power of the railroad 
commision to fix rates; but it cannot 
be attributed entirely to reselect for 
the might of the commission, because 
rates are reduced on the main line, 
which is chartered by the I nited 
States, as well as on lensed and branch 
lines, which are under the state's 
jurisdiction.

A Four Million Dollar Ship. 
A great sensation was recently made 
at Newcastle-on-Tyne, when the new 
war ship Victoria was slowly towed 
from Elswuck. down the river and out 
to sea by seven steam tugs. The 
river banks were lined with people on 
both sides at all the more important 
centers of population. The voyage 
was accomplished without any hitch. 
At the Swing Bridge there were very 
few’ inches to spare in the width of 
the opening, and at one time fenders 
had to be used to soften down a 
slight collision. 
In crossing the bar, 
thanks to the work of the Tyne com­ 
missioners, there was plenty of depth 
of water, notwithstanding the heavy 
draught of the enormous vessel On 
reaching the open sea several hours 
elapsed while the compases were be­ 
ing adjusted, and then the vessel, 
propelled by her own engines, was 
quickly out of sight On arriving at 
Sheerness, she was taken in charge 
by the Medway Steam Reserve au­ 
thorities. Some time will elapse be­ 
fore she is fit for active service, but 
no efforts will be spared to finish her 
as soon as possible. 
Her cost to the 
country will be over $4,000,000.— 
Scientific American. 


The Coming Man. 
Mr. Blaine was undoubtedly the 
first choice of the republican party for 
the presidency. He is their favorite, 
and to him they ^resistably turned as 
their leader. 
That he could have 
been nominated and elected is the 
general verdict With him victory 
seemed certain. Hence it is that we 
regret to know that by his recent in­ 
terview Mr. Blaine has settled his can­ 
didacy definitely and beyond recall. 
He reaffirms his determination not to 
allow his name to go before tho Chi­ 
cago convention, and that ends it But 
who is the coming man ? Mr. Gresh­ 
am is to-day enjoying a hearty and an 
enthusiastic support in the west, but 
is it on account of lasting causes ? Is 
not his popularity just at this time 
due rather to an event which, when 
the enthusiasm passes away, will kill 
rather than elevate him. Mr. Gresh­ 
am has shown himself possessed of 
much good sense and enough moral 
courage to do the right. But there 
are many such men. What is wanted 
is not an obscure, unknown and un­ 
tried man, but rather a man who is 
well known to the people—a man like 
Blaine, In this same interview Mr. 
Blaine speaks in the highest terms of 
Chauncy M. Depew, of New York, and 
says he believes that Mr. Depew can 
be elected. Coming as it does from 
the Plumed Knight, than whose opin­ 
ion on such matters no man’s is better, 
it seems to us that the Chicago con­ 
vention could do no better than nom­ 
inate Mr. Depew. If, however, Mr. 
Gresham is found to be the strong­ 
est man and receives the nomination, 
we have no doubt of his election. He 
is without doubt a pure man, and we 
shall not feel badly to see him nomi­ 
nated.

Fifth District Convention. 
The Brainerd delegation to the 
Crookston convention went to that 
city on Monday morning’s train in 
order to be present at the mysterious 
work whicn is always in operation 
previous to the action of political 
bodies. The Aitkin. St. Cloud, Little 
Falls, Veradale and part of the Du­ 
luth delegation were on board the 
same train and the wires were already 
in motion as the delegates neared the 
city. The plan was to elect M I). 
Taylor, of S t Cloud, and Halvor 
Steenerson, of Crookston, as delegates 
to Chicago, and a combination be­ 
tween Polk, St. Louis, Morrison and 
Stearns counties seemed to carry the 
idea that the slate would win. 
The convention was called to order 
by Chairman Corlias, and Senator 
Steenerson was elected temporary 
chairman, with Mr. Allen, of Carlton, 
as secretary. The temporary organi­ 
zation was afterwards made perman­ 
ent. The committee on credentials 
which was made up with a view* to ad­ 
mit the Veradale delegation, and was 
a part of the slate, was headed by J. 
A. Boggs, of Duluth. The committee 
on resolution, in order to quiet the 
Otter Tail delegation, was headed by 
C. L. Lewis, who was a rampant 
Gresham man. This committee re­ 
port^ the resolutions, being in sub­ 
stance the platform of the county 
from which the chairman hailed, and 
they were unanimously adopted. Nel­ 
son's tariff views were also endorsed. 
When the resolution, endorsing the 
candidacy of W. L. Gresham for the 
presidency was presented, it raised a 
hubbub immediately. Goo. N. Lamp- 
here, of Moorhead, made a vigorous 
attack upon it. and was followed by 
Lawyer Houp, of Fergus Falls, who 
stood by Gresham with considerable 
vigor. This wras followed by .speeches 
against the adoption by Hayes, of Du­ 
luth, Smith, of Brainerd, and Harts­ 
horn, of Veradale. These gentlemen 
were in favor of sending an unin­ 
structed delegation to Chicago. After 
some debate W. A. Fleming, of Brain­ 
erd, moved to table and a call of the 
counties was ordered, the result being 
59 for and 33 against. Then came 
the nomination of delegates. M. D. 
Taylor, of St. Cloud, Justin Smith, of 
Brainerd, C. L. Lewis, of Fergus 
Falls, G. N. Lamphere, of Moorhead, 
and H. Steenerson, of Crookston, 
were nominated. Ballots were dis­ 
tributed with Steenerson and Taylor 
on one ticket, and as it wasconceeded 
that Steenerson should go without 
opposition, the scheme to carry the 
man from St. Cloud with him was 
patent. This scheme was headed off 
by a motion to elect Steenerson by 
acclamation which carried. This left 
Taylor against the field and an in­ 
formal ballot showed the following 
result:

Necessary to a choice......................48 
M. D. Taylor.................................. 47 
C. L. Lewis 
........................... 30 
Geo. N. Lamphere........................... 7 
Justin Smith.................................. 6 
Hawley.............................................4 
An effort to elect Taylor by acclama­ 
tion, as he only needed one vote, failed 
to carry, and the formal ballot was 
taken, which resulted in giving Lewis 
49 votes and Taylor 47. The Crow 
Wing delegation previous to the vote 
withdrew their candidate in favor of 
Lewis, as did the Clay county people. 
Mr. Taylor was made an alternate for 
Mr. .Lewis and O. M. Torrison was 
elected as the second alternate. G. 
G. Hartley was endorsed for delegate 
at large and Geo. N. Lamphere as an 
elector. Otter Tail county was jubi­ 
lant over the success while the St. 
Cloud people took their defeat as best 
they could. 


A Northern Pacific freight train of 
twenty-five cars was thrown into the 
ditch by a misplaced switch at Su­ 
perior Tuesday afternoon. The en- 
fine and five freight cars were badly 
englished. A car of wheat was 
nearly all ruined, and 15,000 feet of 
lumber thrown from the cars and 
spread over the ground. 
The en­ 
gineer and fireman escaped injury by 
jumping.

This action of the Northern Pacific 
may have been influenced by the re­ 
cent decision of the supreme court 
affirming the power of the railroad 
commision to fix rates; but it cannot 
be attributed entirely to resist for 
the might of the commission, because 
rates are reduced on the main line, 
which is chartered by the United 
States, as well as on leased and branch 
lines, w’hich are under the state's 
jurisdiction. 
The letter of Vice 
President Oakes, giving as his main 
reason for complying with the com­ 
mission's order the large increase of 
travel on his line is probably entirely 
sincere. It will be noted that Mr. 
Oakes is von’ careful not to recognize 
the authority of the railroad commis­ 
sion.—Pioneer Press.

L ittle Falls, Minn., duly celebrated the 
completion of its great w atar power,- and 
ten thousand people participated in the 
festivities. 
A large excursion 
attended 
from tit. l ’aul, headed by 
Gov. McGill. 
Upon arriving a t Lit tie Falls the governor's 
p arty were driven to the room s of the 
chamber of commerce, wherp they had 
lunch, after which 
they 
were 
driven 
across the river and spent some 
time 
in viewing the improvements. 
A bout 2 
o ’clock, the weather having apparently 
cleared, the p arty including the Louisville 
guests, again returned to the E ast side, a 
platform for speaking 
purposes having 
been erected on the river bank above the 
bridge. 
The ladies and gentlemen from 
Louisville, the speakers and the press rep­ 
resentatives occupied the stand. 
Dr. William L. Ureyfogle of Louisville, 
president of the Little Falls W ater Power 
company, opened the exercises with an a d ­ 
dress. Gov. McGill also m ad eag ran d speech 
and he was followed by several others. 
Several telegrams of congratulation upon 
the com p etitio n of the water power im ­ 
provements were read, having been receiv­ 
ed from Hon. Edm und Pice. Hon. C. K. 
Davis, Hon. K nute Nelson, S. R. Thayer, 
and Senator Sabin. 
L ater in the after­ 
noon, log-rolling and other sports took 
place in the river, and the w ater was tu rn ­ 
ed in to the 1,000-foot canal.

who was formerly an actress named Stow­ 
ed, is well known to men a b o u t town and 
years ago w as a prom inent figure in San 
Francisco, where she dabbled in mining 
stocks. 
After making considerable money 
in San Francisco she came next to New 
York and took up with Banker Ferris. 
The latter was spoken of as her brother- 
in-law, but it is now said th at he was a 
former lover, and th a t she lived with him 
as his mistress.

Th© Oldest, W ealthiest and Best 
Know n 
Northwestern 
Pioneer 
Paases Away. 
From H arvard,III.,a telegram was receiv­ 
ed in S:. Paul that stirred many henrla

brief, as 
telegrams always are. and simply stuted that 
Commodore Kittson had died on a train near 
an obscure station on the Omaha road in 
Wisconsin. 
But few men in the Northwest, even those 
who boast a pioneer record, have such a re- 
murkable career as Norman Waltred Kittson. 
He was born in Lower Canada—Sore!—in 
March, 1814, and was a trifle overseveniv- 
t our years of age at the time of his death. 
A grandson of Alexander Henry tho cele­ 
brated explorer who journeyed through tho 
Superior, Manitoba and Saskatchewan dis­ 
tricts as earlv us 177(5, it was not surprising 
th at his ambition 
led 
him 
to 
prot>e 
the Northwestern forest* 
In May, 1 *550, 
then but sixteen yours old, lie became un 
employe of the American Fur company ami 
Journeyed northwest, being stationed l>e- 
tween the Fox and Wisconsin rivers. 
In 
18542 he was sent to the headwaters of the 
Minnesota river, and two years later he was 
emplo/ed in the sutler’s department at Fort 
fiuetftug' 
Here he remained until 1*548. 
when he returned to Canada for a brief 
period, returning to establish a fur business 
of his ow n at a point not far aoove Fort 
Nmlling. 
In 18454 be entered the American 
Fur company as a special partner, and his 
headquarters were at rornbina, where he 
collected furs and shipped them in Red river 
carts to Mendoto. 
It was in that same year 
th a t he purchased the tract of land now 
know'n as “Kittson's addition" on the tnap of 
8L Rani—a tract that i-i now among the 
most valuable business property in the city. 
A NTEMBEB OV TH E LEGlHI.ATUBK. 
In 1851 he w as elected a member of the 
council or the Minnesota legislature from 
the Pembina district, 
lie was re-elected in 
1853, and served lour sessions, in which he 
look an active and prominent part. 
Oid set­ 
tlers now' delight to recall the fact th at to

s€*ssion* 
Mr. 
Kittson was 
obliged to travel the distonc**—about 500 
miles—bv dog sledge or on snow shoes. 
It 
was in 1854 that Mr. Kittson came to St. 
Paul to reside permanently. 
He formed, a 
partnership with the late William H Forbes, 
the firm being kuowm as Forb » A Kittson, 
engaged in tbe general Indian trade supply 
business. 
That same year be built the Sin- 
tomine hotel at the corner of Sixth and John 
streets, but it was burned shortly after 
In 
1878 he was elected mayor of St. Paul, 
which was the only public office in the city 
he ever held, though often so.icited to per­ 
m it the use of bis name for other places. 
Mr. Kittaon’s personal history is as int* r- 
esting as a romance. 
Without a single ex­ 
ception he was the o!de*t pioneer of the 
state.

cm p lo /ed in the sutler’s dep artm en t a t Fort

Mere he rem ained until 1838.

period, returning to establish a fur business 
of his ow n at a point not far above Fort 
Hnf fling. 
Iu 1843 he entered the American 
F u r com pany as a special partner, and his 
headquarters were a t Pembina, where be 
collected furs and shipped them in Bed river 
carts to Mendota.

A Terrible Story. 
The Danbury News has a strange 
story from Southbury,a rural plat e iii 
the North part of New Haven county. 
.Mrs. Maria 
Yncat, 
who lived iii a 
handsome residence was found dead 
one morning about a year ago at the 
foot of the eelier stairs. 
Mrs. Yucat was reputed to be quite 
wealthy and lived a very retired and 
secluded life. 
When her body w'as 
found at the foot of the stairs Medical 
Examiner Burritt 
was summoned. 
Dr. Burritt was an old gentleman not 
very careful in his invest cations, and 
when he saw the position in which the 
body lay he mad? little or no exam in­ 
ation, and returned a finding of acci­ 
dental death from falling down Itairs. 
Since that time the people of South­ 
bury have done a great deal of think­ 
ing about the case,and many theories 
were evolved. 
Facts have come out 
showing t hat the body could not have 
been where it was found by any acci­ 
dental fall. 
A Southbury man claims 
to have a solution ot the affair. 
Mrs. Yucat. had a nephew, a wild, 
reckless spendthrift. He bothered her 
continually’ with demands for money. 
The nephew \ isited her home tho 
night before 
she was found dead. 
When there began to be a good deal 
of talk of murder, 
the nephew, it is 
said, 
suddenly left. Before he left iie 
and another person visited the ceme­ 
tery, which is situated in an isolated 
spot, one dark night, and dug up Mrs. 
Yucat’s remains. The 
collin 
was 
opened, and the neck of the corpse 
broken. Then the collin was replaced 
and the grave placed in as good order 
as before. 
It is said there was an eye witness 
to this ghoulish proceeding who did 
not dare speak ot what he had seen at 
the time. 


T he H eight of W a v es. 
It is 'a very common 
phrase to 
speak of the waves, during a storm, 
as running mountains high; but this 
really 
means 
nothing. 
Accurate 
measurements, made 
by 
Scoresbyf 
proved that during storm s, waves in 
the Atlantic rarely exceed 43 feet 
from hollow’ to crest being 560 feet 
and their speed 32 1-2 miles an hour 
More recent observations in the At­ 
lantic give from 44 to 48 feet as the 
highest measured 
waves, 
but such 
heights are rarely reached, and, in­ 
deed, 
waves 
exceeding 30 feet are 
very seldom encountered. The mon­ 
soon waves at Kurrachee breakwater 
works were found to dash over the 
wall to the depth of 13 feet, or about 
40 feet above mean sea level. 
The 
greatest height of waves on the Brit­ 
ish coast were those observed in Wick 
bay—so famous for the exceptionally 
heavy seas which roll into it—being 
87 1-2 to 40 feet. 
Green seas to the 
depth of 25 feet poured over the para­ 
pet of the breakwater at intervals of 
from seven to ten minutes,each wave, 
it was 
estim ated, being a mass of 
40,000 tons of water, and lins con­ 
tinuously for three day’s and nights. 
During severe storm s the waves used 
to rise high above the top of Smea* 
ton ’s Eddystone tower, while at the 
Bell Rock the seas, with 
storms, envelop tho tower from base 
to balcony—a height of 400 feet.

They all utter, or at lea^t they all 
seem to utter, the same sounds to ex. 
i press tile same em otions. 
The love 
| cry of the nightingale, the low by 
which a cow recalls a straying calf, 
' the grunt of a phi when it sees food, 
the mew of a cat who wants the door 
opened—that is, wants to attract at­ 
tention—the bark of a dom esticated 
dog to testify recognition, and the 
howl of an uncivilized dog as the 
moon rises, or of a civilized dog when 
the church bells begin, are all, to hu­ 
man ears at least,unchanging founds, 
' sounds with one meaning and no oth­ 
er, aud containing always the same 
I notes. 
The creatures, in these 
in­ 
stances at least, utter definite sounds, 
and it is hard to believe that they do 
not do the same on ot*her occasions. 
The little parrots called minus, when 
angry with one another, swear at each ? 
other 
perceptibly—that is, scream 
with a note wholly distinct from the ; 
one they use on any otl^r occasion— j 
and crows, when setting their sentries 
or warning their comrades of danger, 
utter a sound more like a bark than a 
caw. Oxen employed in held work lis­ 
ten to one another’s lows and raise 
their heads to attend to the sounds, 
which, when they are collecting to go 
home, are so regularly the same that 
even human beings can understand 
their meaning. The creatures, in fact, 
“speak” in a limited way; and as a 
few of them—dogs and horses, for ex­ 
ample—understand the words of men, 
some words even when not addressed 
to them, they probably understand 
one another. But if they litter sounds 
with meaning and always the sam e 
meaning, they use language, in howev­ 
er a limited degree, and by what a 
priori reason is it shown to be impos­ 
sible to learn that language? Why,for 
example, is it ludicrously absurd to 
suppose that a man studying the jab­ 
ber of- an ape for twenty years as 
some of the missionaries have studied 
the “dicks” of the 
clicking races, 
should learn to know with much ac­ 
curacy what that jabbering meant? If 
it were impossible for men to learn an 
unknown tongue without an interpre­ 
ter the answer would be easy, but we 
know that this is not the case,for un­ 
educated men cast among savages, 
have in repeated instances learned to 
speak their language. 
Cortez’s Mexi­ 
can 
mistress, too, learned how to 
speak 
and 
comprehend 
Spanish, 
though neither Cortez nor any other 
Spaniard knew,or by possibility could 
know at first, a word of Mexican.—

The Norwegians of this city cele­ 
brated the day in accordance with the 
custom.

They Celebrate. 
Yesterday was the national holiday 
of the Nerwagians which corresponds 
to the Fourth of July in the United 
States. Seventy-four years ago the 
people of Norway rebelled against the 
absolute power of their king and 
promulgated the organic law for the 
government of their count ry. Ever 
since that time the custom of celebrat­ 
ing the day wherever Norwegians are 
found has been continued. The Nor- 
wegian-Americans have been especial­ 
ly enthusiastic in remembering the 
day, because having tasted liberty 
their sympathies were all with their 
countrymen who dwelt in the midst 
of a constitutional struggle from the 
time of the enactment of the organic 
law in 1814 until in 1884, when the 
king surrendered all attempts to rob 
the people of their constitutional 
rights. 
Since the triumph of the 
people the interest rn the day has 
abated somewhat; but there will never 
will come a time in Norwegian his­ 
tory when it is forgotten. Peace has 
prevailed in the country since that 
memorable day, so long ago, and the 
people have made rapid progress 
intellectually and materially. 
The Norwegians of this city cele­ 
brated the day in accordance with the 
custom. The city was bedecked with 
flags of that country and in the even­ 
ing a grand ball took place at the 
Northern Pacific Hotel in East Brain­ 
erd. Speeches were made by promi­ 
nent Scandinavians and a very enjoy­ 
able occasion was the result. 


Work of the Flames. 
On Wednesday evening at ten 
o’clock tho 
fire bell and engine 
whistles notified the people that a 
blaze had started. The flames were 
located in the bakery of H. Stone, 
near the roller rink, and had not 
yet gained enough headway to appear 
on the outside of the building. The 
department responded promptly, as 
they always do on such occasions, but 
were unable to render effective work 
on account of a lack of pressure at 
the pump house and by th© time the 
water came in sufficient quantity to 
do any good the interior of the build­ 
ing and the contents were wrecked. 
When the hydrants were opened the 
water would just run through the 
hose and fall over the end of the 
nozzel. 
l^he blame is laid to the 
telephone which, was not in working 
order, but it sterns to be the general 
opinion that there should at all times 
be sufficient force on to throw a 
stream of water, telephone or no 
telephone. True it is that the loss 
of the building and very little of the 
stock would have occurred had the 
fire ladies had water to work writh and 
they are so disgusted that it is a 
wonder the respond to the fire alarm 
at all. 
Mr. Stone’s loss is something like 
$600, with an insurance of $300 on 
stock and HOO on furniture and fix­ 
tures. Mr. Farrar’s loss on the build­ 
ing is probably $600 with no insur­ 
ance. 
Mr. Stone will probably resume 
business in the building just vacated 
by O. H. Havill, on Sixth street. 
A second alarm was given at I 
o’clock from the planing mill and the 
department responded but before they 
got there the blaze was under control. 
It was caused by the burning out of 
the smoke stack.
